Sigh t on the Doomed Vessel. 


London, Ort. 13.—T he C anard com 
pany received the following messag* 
by w ireless from the C arm ania: 
“T he Volturno is floating, ablaze ai 
the fore end, her m usts and funne 
standing. T h e n orthw est gale is mod 
orating. 
“R ecords are not complete. 
Onl} 
eleven su rv iv o rs here. 
It is supposec 
136 w ere lost, who attem pted to gel 
aw ay In th e ste am sh ip ’s boats pre 
vious to the arriv al of aid. 
Other! 
w ere saved.” 


M essage From Captain. 
New York. Oct. 13.— Captain Lynch 
the youthful co m m an d er of the linei 
Volturno, which was destroyed by fire 
at sea, with th e loss of 136 persons, or 
T hursday, sent a w ireless m essage tc 
th e office of th e U ranium steam shii 
line from tile K roonland. T he message 
read: 
“ V olturno abandoned at sea; Int! 
tilde 48.29; longitude 24.39. Approx! 
m ate num ber of p assengers saved, 485; 
crew, 25.” 
T h ese figures are approxim ate, sine# 
it is known th a t 521 w ere saved. The 
ill fated boat had on board 657 persons 
sixteen 
first 
class 
passengers, 548 
steerag e p assengers anil 93 mom b e n 
of the crew. Of this total th e 521 re* 
cued are accounted for by the ten 
steam sh ip s that answ ered th e call ol 
th e burning ship.

their helpless ami ap p aren t doom.

was a situation to blot out hum an 
reason. 
“Shortly afte r 9 o ’clock a m ass of 
flames b urst out am idships. By m id­ 
night m ost of tile inflam m able m a ­ 
terial had 
been 
consum ed, and the 
flames ap p aren tly w ere subsiding. In 
a sense the storm was a sort of bless­ 
ing. for it kept drenching the ship 
with spray, thus m aking the exposed 
woodwoijc a difficult fuel. 
‘‘At day b reak the Haines had died 
out to a g re a t extent. Im m ediately af­ 
ter daw n th e work of rescue begun. 
"T h e wind had fallen som ew hat and 
the seas w ere not so high, which was 
a factor in our favor. Over the sidps 
of th e liners ranged about the burned 
ship went lifeboat after lifeboat, all 
m anned by sturdy fellows, who w ere 
prepared to risk th eir lives for the 
helpless ones on the Volturno. 
“ W hen th e fire was discovered th e 
crew had tried to fight it. but they 
were ham pered by the storm and the 
fact th a t th e flames had m ade m uch 
headw ay before being discovered. Fas 
sengers w ere notified of the danger, 
but Captain Lync h feared to send th em 
overboard in the small boats because 
of the high seas. He instructed his w ire­ 
less op erato r to s*nd out the in te rn a ­ 
tional call for assistance and keep on 
sending it without interm ission, hop­ 
ing that, as the Volturno was In the 
steam er lane, help would be near. 
“T h e fire g a in ed rapidly, and when 
it got to tile boiler rooms the boilers 
exploded w ith a concussion which al­ 
most tore th e ship in two. This in te n ­ 
sified the fea rs of the passengers, all 
of whom believed that th eir hours 
w ere num bered. The m ore courageous 
gave words of cheer to the tim id, tell­ 
ing them th a t help would soon be at 
hand. Officers of the ship reassu red 
th e women p assengers continually. 
“T he reco g n is'd rule of th** sea In 
ship d isasters, ‘women and children 
first,’ wan 
enforced by th e 
officers 
w hen the w ork of filling tho life boats 
began.”

Scores Burned to Death. 
Liverpool, Eng., O rt. l l . — A te rr!fir 
gale In m id-Atlantic prevented every 
person on Iroard the ill-fated steauiei 
V olturno being saved by the ten vet* 
sels th a t ru sh ed to Its assistan ce fol 
lowing S. O. 
S. signals 
T hursday. 
S team sh ip officials are unanim ous in 
saying that had It not been for the 
gale that accom panied the burning of 
th e V olturno all its passengers and 
crew would have been transferred to 
th e C arm ania, of the Cuuurd line, the 
first ship that responded. 
Though th e death list is officially 
given at 136, It is by no m eans c e r­ 
tain that this is th e correct figure. 
T h ere is a strong possibility th at it 
will be more. 
T he fire on th e V olturno Is said to 
have originated in th e engine room at 
9.30 o ’clock on T h u rsd ay m arning, and 
is supiKjsed to have sta rte d from the 
friction of a rod of one of the tw in 
propellers fouled at th e height of the 
storm , driving the en g in eers and fire­ 
m en from th e ir q u a rte rs and h a v in g 
th e big vessel at th e m ercy of the 
m ountain-high waves. 
T he horror of the d isa ste r grows as 
m ore details are known. It Is now es­ 
tablished that scores were burned to 
death, caught like in a trap us differ­ 
ent portions of 
the 
vessel burned. 
Many p assengers leaped overboard aud 
w ere drowned. Only a few w ere picked 
up by the liners th a t went to the a s ­ 
sistan ce of tho Volturno. T h e rule of 
th e sea, “W om en an d children first." 
was strictly followed and disciplane 
prevailed am ong the V olturno’s crew. 


Captain 
Barr’s Story. 


A thrilling story of the final hours 
of the U ranium liner Volturno, th a t 
was burned in the mid-Atlantic, w as 
gleaned from a w ireless m essage re­ 
ceived from C aptain Hair, of the C a­ 
nard liner C arm ania, which was th e 
first ship to respond to the w ireless 
c alls of th e Volturno. T h e sto ry follows: 
“ On T hursday, while 
m aking our 
way through a gale, 
the 
C arm ania 
picked up th e following fain t’ 8. O. 
S.’ call: 
" ’Come quick; ship afire; fear we 
are doomed,* 
“T hat was the plea which cam e out 
of the storm . W e im m ediately secure d 
the location of the burning ship, th a t 
was directly in the steam er lane. E x ­ 
tra sto k ers w ere ordered into th e en 
gin*- room, and then began a wild rac e 
of seventy-eight miles which sep arated 
us from the ill fate*! ship. 
“ Standing upon the bridge, I aw aited 
eagerly th e first sign of the burning 
ship. 
About two hours a lte r we had 
picked up the call for help we could 
see from the bridge the blurred ship, 
w rapped in flame, smoke* and fog, roll­ 
ing in the heavy seas. In the m eantim e 
during the hours th a t we had been 
rushing to the rescue tile w ireless op 
o rator bud kept up ait incessant call, 
notifying ail liners within range of 
.the plight and position of the Vol 
til mo. 
“T he V olturno w’as a seething m ass 
of flames from her bow to the waist. 
She was pitching and rolling d ru n k ­ 
enly. 
“ Huddled in tin* stern of the vessel 
In suspended lifeboats which they had 
been u n a b le to launch were a num ber 
of passengers. All they could do was 
to 
watch 
dum bly the rush of the 
flames. They w ere helpless before a 
terrible death, which seem ed in ev it­ 
able T h e wind dashed th e heat and 
sm oke about them and th e y were a1 
ternafely Rmotherod by splay aud auf 
forated by smoke. Most of th e passel! 
gers in the boats w ere women. 
| “W e could see men lashed to tho 
after rail lacing d eath with a kind of 
frantic despair. T h ere were; a num ber 
“Great Scott, w’omanr Are you try­ 
ing to rulD m e?” 
“ Why, fleury! You don’t even know 
j what I paid for the gown.” 
“I know that uny gown that looks 
I ag bad as thut one costs more than I 
eau uHorU to pay.”—Life. - 


Wile Seriously Injured Trying 


to Rescue Husband. 


P hillipsburg, N. J., Oct. 13.— Mr. and 
Mrs. I. A. Driggs, of W hite Haven, 
Ta., were seriously burned in an auto 
accident at Port W arren, ami both are 
in th e E aston, B a, hospital, w here It 
is said the form er has slight chances 
of recovery. 
Mr. and Mrs. Driggs w ere re tu rn in g 
from a trip to Philadelphia aud South 
Jersey. As they w ere passing an o th er 
auto at Fort W arren, Driggs lost con­ 
trol of his m achine and it sw erved 
from the* roo*! and w ent down a steep 
incline through a barbed wire fence 
and crashed against a tree. 
T h e engine of th e car was sm ashed 
to bits and tho mac bine Im m ediately 
took fire. 
Mis. Driggs Jumped from 
th e car, but ber husband was pinned 
to his scat by the steering wheel. 
P assing tourists ran to the ald of 
the couple, hut before they arrived at 
th e burning m achine Mrs. Driggs had 
run back into th** flames in an effort 
to save her husband. She was finally 
dragged out, h er clothes ablaze, and 
was hurried to a n e a r b y farm house. 
w here she rec eived tre a tm e n t until the 
arrival of a physician. 
To get Driggs o u t of th e car it was 
necessary for one of the* sp ectators 
to lasso him and pull him from the 
seat. 
His clothes w ere burned from 
his body.

T lm ithy L ester Woodruff, lieutenant 
governor of New York for th ree term s 
(1897-19*13) was born at New H aven, 
Conn., on Aug. 4, 1858. Mc* took up his 
residence in Brooklyn in the spring of 
1881 and entered politics In the sam e 
year, when he joined the Brooklyn 
Young M en’ 
Re publican club. 
Al the R epublican national conven­ 
tion In 19<»s Mr. W oodruff m ade the 
speech nom inating the late Ja m e s S. 
Sherm an for vice president. 
Mr. W oodiuff’s first v enture in offi­ 
cial life wa.*- as park com m issioner of 
Brooklyn in 1896. In August, 1896. Mr. 
Woodruff wa- nom inated for lieu ten an t 
governor.

C onducting a lucrative practice dur­ 
ing the day as an oetoopath, and re - j 
speeded th ro u g h o u t tile com m unity, a t J 
night he* tran sfo rm ed himself into a 
desperado.

W earing a black silk mask, arm ed 
with a deadly blac kjack m ade of lead, 
a jim m y and an autom atic revolver, 
his body was found on the e s ta te of 
Mrs. Mary W eeks, a w ealthy sixty- 
eight-year-old widow. He had ap p ar­ 
ently tripped in m aking his esc up** from 
th e house, with the revolver in hts 
hand, the weapon discharging a bullet 
which p en etrated his heart. 
Mm. Weeks, who w as rendered un­ 
conscious by a glancing blow on tho 
head from the blackjack, was rushed 
to the R eading hospital, aud Is now 
pronounced out of danger.

H e 
selected his tim e with care. learning 
th a t her adopted son, W. W. W eeks, 
would be aw ay and th at the se rv an ts 
would lo* in a far corner of the house. 
He ap p a ren tly thought that th** aged 
wom an could be handb'd in a m anner 
th a t would prevent her sounding any 
alarm , and th** theory is that he had 
started to stran g le her and when she 
m anaged to b rea k from his grip he 
sw ung th e blackjack, his aim being 
so poor that it only st rin k a glancing 
blow. 
Before the w eapon struck, however, 
her scream s had aroused the* neigh­ 
bors, and he Heil through th e back 
door, the shot com ing as he was ru n ­ 
ning across th e estate in the drizzling 
rain. 


GIRLS AS POSTAL ROBBERS 


Youngsters of Thirteen Are Arrested 
and One Confesses.

Whom Books Are Ascribed Really 


Wrote Them. 


Philadelphia, Oct. 13. — Orthodox 
Christianity, the belief that the Sa 
vionr lived and died to save the world 
and that his sacrifice was tile supreme 
factor in its redemption, was argued 
by Sir William Mitchell Kanisay, the 
world famed archaeologist, in a 8<>r* 
mon to a congregation that thronged 
the Iiryn Mawr Presbyterian church. 
Sir William is comddere I the au­ 
thority on the life and work of the 
Apostle Paul. For thirty years he la­ 
bored in Asia Minor, and ho declared 
in an interview 
that his researches 
had established the historical correct­ 
ness of tho New Testament; that the 
men to whom the books of the New 
Testament are ascribed really wrote 
them. Sir William is to deliver a series 
of lectures at the Fniversity of Penn­ 
sylvania during this aud next week on 
discoveries relating particularly to the 
Great Apostle of Christianity. 
His sermon, regarded as it would 
necessarily be by his hearers as the 
statements of a man tar advanced in 
learning, had peculiar force, especially 
as It was directed to ait absolute re­ 
gard of Christianity as a religion to 
be accepted at the; lace value given it 
by the writings of the New Testament. 
An incidental reference in his ser­ 
mon was elaborated during the inter­ 
view. He said that Mohammedanism 
was spreading tit eastern Agla. In tile 
interview he remarked that it is the 
dream of these eastern Mohammedans 
to convert Japan to the religion of 
Islam, so that a new rare of warlike 
people can take the place of the de­ 
cadent western Turks and Arabs. 
“The greatest thing in Christianity 
Is the necessity for accepting the pow­ 
er of faith. It might seem, at times, as 
though Christianity is almost on too 
high a plane for human nature to un­ 
derstand; as though it is impossible 
to live the divine lite In the world and 
among its activities. 
“That is what makes the Christian 
religion 
pre-eiuiueut. 
Mohammedan­ 
ism, front a long observation, results 
in a quick advancement of a degraded 
people to a milch higher plane than 
they formerly occupied—hut it is a 
plane that is not high enough. 
Mo­ 
hammedanism will advance such peo­ 
ple m ore quickly 
that 
Christianity 
will. 
It takes longer to lead the sav­ 
age upward to Christianity than to 
Mohammedanism. 
“Hut there is this peculiar 
thins 
about Mohammedanism When a race 
has reached the highest level tinder 
that religion there is sure to begin a 
long, slow deterioration. 
“The reason is simple. Mohamme­ 
danism presents an Ideal that can he 
attained. The ideal Christianity can 
not he attained The* mono ut an Ideal 
is reached its professors stop. But with 
Christianity there must always he the 
striving upward ’*
